The Memorial and Petition of the Managers of 
the Pennfylvania Hofpital. 

Refpe ft fully Jhew t 

1 HAT your memorialifts have heretofore fubmitted to the General Affemby, a 
report of the receipts for, and expenditures upon, the new building, to the 18th. of 
the Twelfth-month, 1797, with a petition, dated the 28th. of the fame month, for 
fix thoufand and feventy-eight pounds, five (hillings and five pence, to finifh and fur- 
nifh the fame. 

And on the 6th. day of the Third-month, 1799, they laid before you an account, 
in detail, of the Loan-office fund of the year 1773, and requefted your afiiftance to 
enable them to recover the arrears due thereon to the ftate. 

In addition thereto they now offer you a report of the receipts for, and expendi- 
tures upon, the buildings, continued to the 25th. of the Eleventh-month, 1799. 

Your memorialifts forbear urging, at this time, to your confideration, the ufeful- 
nefs of the Inftitution under their care, referring you to their former memorial, 
hereto annexed, in which they have enlarged upon that fubjecl; and, apprehending 
the Aflembly mull be convinced of its utility from their having already granted near 
twenty-five thoufand pounds in all towards it. 

Your memorialifts think it may be proper to mention, that before the Contributors 
engaged in this undertaking, they prefented you a plan of the contemplated ereclion, 
with an eftimate of the coil that would probably attend it, from which they have not 
deviated; they accompanied thefe with a fair and plain declaration, that the funds of 
the Inftitution were infufficient to fupport more than a few poor patients, and that by 
the charter no part of its capital ftock could be expended on the building; affurances 
were given to you at the fame time, that your memorialifts depended upon Legiflative 
aid to compleat them. 

With a knowledge of thefe facts, your memorialifts exped you will not hefitate 
to perfect the work, which, by your own acts, you authorized them to begin, and en- 
joined them to do- f and, as the contributors have bought and paid for the lots upon 
which the Hofpital ftands, and endowed it with a capital, at intereft, of twenty thou- 
fand, eight hundred and five pounds, thirteen fhillings and ten pence, and continue 
to manifeft a benevolent difpofition by new contributions and legacies, to extend its 
benefits to this and future generations, your memorialifts think the Legiflature of the 
opulent ftate of Pennfylvania have the mod powerful inducements to comply with 
their petitions, by pafling the neceffary acts to enable them to recover the arrears of 
the Loan-office fund, and to grant them in cafh fix thoufand and feventy-eight pounds, 
five fhillings and five pence to fettle the depending accounts, repay the monies they 
have borrowed, and to finifh and furnifh the buildings.

The Memorial of the Managers of the Pennfyl- 
vania Hofpital. 

Refpeflfully Jheweth, 

X HAT, in the beginning of the year 17.51, a plan was prefented to the Affem- 
bly, for a Public Hofpital, for the benevolent purpofe of receiving and accommoda- 
ting, the lunatics and fick poor of Pennfylvania. 

This plan was approved of by the Legiflature, who mowed a good difpofition to 
carry it into effect, but they had fome doubts of encouraging the building for fear, 
that individual contributions would not be raifed in proportion to legiflative aids. 

A trial however was foon made — the Affembly gave in May following, two thou- 
fand pounds, towards erecting the eaftern wing of the Hofpital, embracing at that 
time the idea of extending it at a future day, whenever the circumftances of the 
province fhould require its enlargement: To this gift they annexed a condition, that 
the money fhould not be paid, until the contributors mould raife by fubfcription an 
equal fum for the fame ufe. This was foon done, and in a fhort time more was fub- 
fcribed than the act required. The inflitution was then organized, and twelve Ma- 
nagers, a Treafurer, and fix Phyficians were chofen, who freely undertook the fervice 
of the Houfe, for the fake of the fick and Differing poor. A charter was alfo_ pro- 
cured, which provided, that Committees of the Houfe of Affembly fhould vifit the 
Hofpital, whenever it appeared proper to them, that the annual accounts fhould be 
fubmitted to the Houfe, that the laws and rules, for the election of Managers and 
Phyficians mould be approved, by the Chief Jullice and Attorney General — and fi- 
nally, to fhew, that every object of the contributors tended to the public weal, a 
claufe was inferted, by which the Hofpital, with all its property was to efcheatto the 
province, in cafe the contributors fhould fail. Thus m the early fettlement of Penn- 
fylvania, the Hofpital took its rife, the Legiflature became its patron, and every hu- 
mane citizen, its friend. 

By a combination of public and private exertions of fo many charitably difpofed 
people in the province, the Managers were enabled to finiih the eaftern apartments* 
but the two thoufand pounds which the Affembly gave, and the firft contributions 
that were raifed, were expended in the building; it therefore became neceffary to 
procure a reimburfement of this money to the capital flock: for which reafon the 
Managers petitioned the Affembly to replace it. The prayer of this petition was 
readily granted, by which eventually, the Legiflature had the exclufive honor of 
raifmg the firft afylum of the kind, that was known in the ftate, if not in the Uni- 
on, for the moft afflicted and helplefs clafs of people, both in body and mind. To 
the humane citizens of Penifylvania and to many benevolent perfons in England 
and in other parts of the world, the credit of endowing the inflitution with funds to 
fupport it, unqueftionably belongs. — Such liberality is not to be found in the annals 
of this country, in which a private affociation of gentlemen, who had no perfonal 
emoluments in view, have freely fubferibed a productive flock of twenty thoufand 
five hundred and eighty five pounds, ten millings and fenrr -pence, for the ufe of the 
poor. In addition to this fum, they have added to theHofpital eflate, two valuable 

lots 
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lots of ground, to be kept open for ever for the benefit of frefh and wholefome air 
for the patients. To prove that the contributors have rendered this important fervice 
to the country, the Managers can appeal to the annual accounts which were render- 
ed to your predeceflbrs in the year 1774, all of which they prefume are carefully 
preferved among the archives of the ftate. 

About this time the affairs of the Hofpital were in a profperous condition — when 
alas! by events infeparable from the war which occafioned the late revolution, the 
contributors loft above ten thoufand pounds — this fhock in the infancy of the inftitu- 
tion, paralifed the active operations of the Managers for feveral years, but as the na- 
tive, benevolent fpirit of Pennfylvanians was yet alive to the miferies of their fuffer- 
ing fellow-citizens, the Managers were encouraged to re-aflume their labors. And 
now when peace returned to heal the wounds of a long war, and the lap of induftry 
was filled with the profits of agriculture and commerce, the Managers fought for 
new contributions, which they received from many charitable citizens; by tht.fe 
means the capital was partly reftored, fo that in 1793, it amounted to feventeen 
thoufand and fixty-five pounds eleven millings and ten pence. 

At this time it became indifpenfably necefTary to enlarge the Pennfylvania Hofpital, 
fo as to admit a greater number of lunatics who with other patients were increafed 
with the growing population of the ftate, and for whom the old apartments of the 
houfe were inconvenient and wholly inefficient. 

To effect this enlargement of the building the Managers fubmitted a new plan, 
nearly refembling the original plan of the Hofpital, with an addrefs to the Legisla- 
ture. They approved thereof, and gave ten thoufand pounds towards carrying it on, 
to be paid out of the Loan-Office fund of the year ^J73> 

Of this fum the Managers have received but, - ^7696 14 1 

In addition to which, on a further application the Legiflature, 

gave in 1796, 9375 o o 

Thofe monies, amounting to -------- jTiyoyi 14 1 

are the total amount of all the cam received from the Legiflature to this time, for 
the above purpofe, and they are all expended in carrying on the work. 

In addition to what has been already procured, there will be wanted, agreeably to 
a report of the building Committee, which is now fubmitted to the coiTideration of 
the Houfe, viz. —

Total required to complete the eftimate, is ^8381 11 4 

Of this fum the Managers are in hopes to collect the balance re- 
maining due of the £1 0,000 given from the Loan-Office fund, 
viz. — - - 2303 5 11 

There will then be wanted, in cafh, £6078 5 5 

to complete the whole, befides the £2303 5 11, which is to 
be applied to the fame ufe when collected. 

The Managers further reprefent to the Legiflature of the ftate, that chiefly by the 
monies they have given them, the eaft and weftern apartments of the Hofpital are 
clofed, and that about fifty-two lunatic patients, befides others, are now accommoda- 
ted in them ; but the middle houfe, which is the proper center of communication 
with all parts of the family, is open to the roof, the outward walls only being carried 
up, fo that the valuable work that is already done, with many materials provided to 
carry it on, are expofed to the weather and in danger of being deftroyed. 

Confidering 
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Confidcring this, and that former Aflernblies have thought the inftitution of fo 
much importance to the ftate, as to give towards the whole building, at different 
times, twenty-five thoufand pounds of the public money, to raiieit to its prefent con- 
dition, the Managers are unwilling to believe, that the Legillature will dei'ert it in 
this imperfect fituation, when about fix thoufand pounds will probably lecure the 
benefits their predecelfors intended their conftituents mould derive from the liberal 
contributions they have already made. 

The Managers therefore, in behalf of the contributors, apply for fix thoufand 
and feventy-eight pounds, to finifh the lloufe. And when they call your ferious at- 
tention to the records of this ufeful inftitution, which have been faithfully laid before 
the Legillature every year, for more than forty years pad. When they remind you 
that the numerous and various cafes which are attended in the Hofpital have been the 
means of alluring Students from every ftate in the Union, and thereby of fpreading 1 

the reputation of Pennfylvania with medical knowledge, to diftant parts of the world 
— and laftly, when you find, (which is a truth upon record; that the contributors to 
this inftitution have aflifted about nine thoufand inhabitants of the ftate whole citizens 
you now reprefent, who have been afflicted with madnefs, cafualties, and almoft e- 
very difeafe that affects the mind and bodies of men, and that they have been the 
means of preferving feveral thoufand of the lives of thofe diftreffed people, they truft 
and believe you will not require a more powerful addrefs to your feelings than this ap- 
peal, to induce a cheerful and ready compliance with the prayer of this, their earned 
petition.
